Cleaf's gasoline station 
who saw 


Epstein's truck parked along the 
road. 


Epstein told the officers he pulled 


his truck off the highway to taJce a 
nap. after having driven all night, 
his last stop having been 
Coates- 


ville. 
He was awakened 
by 
the 


prodding of a pistol in his ribs and 
a demand of two young men for his 
money. 


Epstein's Story 


While one of the men kept him 


covered with the revolver, the other 
went through his pockets, Epstein 
reported, taking a wallet contain- 
ing $700 from one pocket and about 
S5 
in 
currency 
from 
another 


pocket. 
After taking his money, 


the pair entered 
a 
light sedan, 


headed east, and 
drove 
away in 


the direction of New Oxford. Ep- 
stein reported. 


Before 
leaving 
for 
Stamford. 


Monday afternoon, Epstein showed 
the state police a telegram he re- 
ceived from his father, telling him 
not to worry over the loss of the 
money, because it was insured. 


Corporal Snyder today said he 


seemed unlikely that a man would 
go to sleep in a car with more than 
S700 in his possession. 
The fact 


that the officer could locate no one 
who saw Epstein's car parked along 
the highway also aroused doubts in 
the mind of Corporal Snyder as to 
the authenticity of the alleged vic- 
time's story. 


Find No Clues 


Corporal Snyder said 
he inter- 


viewed a number of motorists who 
drive between New Oxford 
and 


Gettysburg early every morning and 
none of them saw Epstein's parked 
truck along the highway. 


Epstein told the' officers that he 


was enroute to Winchester, Virginia, 
to establish a poultry business. He 
was driving a light truck, loaded 
with empty chicken crates at the 
time.

Paris. Oct. 24 (AP>— The French 


cabinet headed by Edouard Dala- 
dier was overthrown by a vote of 
329 to 241 in the chamber of depu- 
ties early today. 


The vote was on a compromise 


measure providing for a reduction 
in salaries of government function- 
aries and the premier had made it 
an issue of confidence. 


The compromise was designed to 


assure Socialist support, and 
its 


rejection last night by a caucus 
of that party foreshadowed the de- 
feat of the cabinet this morning. 


Following the 
caucus. Premier 


Daladier. apparently reconciled to 
defeat, openly broke with the so- 
cialist party. 


Denounces Leon Blum 


He denounced Loon Blum, social- 


ist leader, to the applause of 
the 


chamber in terms which barely had 
been heard there. Indirectly charg- 
ing the millionaire Blum was com- 
promising his socialism with 
the 


capitalists, the premier declared: 


"I never had capital or capitalists 


to defend: I never gave in to the 
demands of any one!" 


The members of the cabinet with- 


drew immediately from the cham- 
ber following the vote. They as- 
sembled at once to prepare their 
resignation after holding office al- 
most nine months—the average life 
of a French ministry. 


The chamber session ended in a 


hubbub which was reflected on the 
streets of Paris, where the heaviest 
guards in many years patrolled.

nuts that he can locate, keeping a 
record of the tree that bore them. 
For each bushel of quality nuts that 
are turned in. a bushel of ordinary- 
nuts will be given him to plant on 
his home property. 
If the scout 


complies with all this he receives 
an award of the 
new nut 
tree 


planter medal, known as the Dan 
Beard tree planter medal. 


Local Champions 


Adams county scouts have cham- 


pioned in this project for the past 
three years. 
In 1930 the Adams 


county Lone Scout Tribe carried oft 
national 
honors 
by contributing 


nine 
bushels 
of black walnuts, 


Charles Lott being the individual 
champion. In 1931 the same group 
of rural scouts 
gave ninety-two 


bushels to national authorities at 
the Pennsylvania monument. Clyde 
Sowers was 
champion, gathering 


twenty-five 
bushels. 
A world's 


record was attained when 1,017 V- 
bushels were gathered by Adams 
county scouts in 1932. This year 
Clyde Sowers was again the record 
holder.

Stone Ax Proves East Coast 
Inhabited in Time of Christ 


Washington. Oct. 23 (AP).—A new 


chapter in American history, first 
evidence that humans lived on the 
Atlantic coast as far back as the 
time of Christ, has been written by a 
2,000-year-old stone ax dug up in 
Albemarle county, Virginia. 


The primitive ax is unique in that 


it was chipped out of black diabase 
rock by some aborigne twenty cen- 
turies ago and then was found and 
resharpened by a later owner about 
1,300 
years later. Besides setting a 


probable long-time usefulness record 
for an ax, it shows, says the Smith- 
sonian Institution, that former ideas 
of when the first humans reached 
the'eastern United States were mis- 
taken. 


Antedated Columbus 


Until now all evidence had indi- 


cated that the earliest inhabitants 
of the Atlantic seaboard arrived only 
about 200 years before Columbus, 
though from the opposite direction. 


The American continents 
were 


populated from Asia soon after the 
last Ice Age by tribes crossing Ber- 
ing Strait, most scientists had held. 
The new arrivals filtered slowly 
through the West, but did not reach 
the Atlantic shore very far ahead of 
the whites. 


Ax Changes Theory 


But now the resharpened ax, dis- 


covered by David I. Bushnell, Jr., 
has turned up to indicate that the 
aborigines traveled east about 1,300' 
years earlier than had been believ- 
ed. They were already hunting in 
the eastern forests when Nero ruled 
Rome and Pompeii was destroyed by 


the lava of Vesucius. 


The age of 2,000 years or so was 


assigned to the ax because, though 
it was lustrous black when first 
chipped from the diabase rock, the 
weather of many centuries had worn 
its surface deeply and turned it 
lightish brown. -Then it was found 
and reshapened or rechipped by a 
new owner and this again exposed 
the original black rock. This part 
exposed by the second chipping has 
been only slightly worn, contrasting 
with the deep wear and discoloring 
of the originally shipped portion. 


Second Chipping Traced 


The second chipping, about 1300 


A. D., is believed to have been done 
by some Indian of the Siouan race, 
_which lived in Virginia when the 
first whites arrived and had been 
believed the first humans in that 
region. But 
the long period of 


weathering between the first and 
second sharpening of the ax shows 
the area was inhabited long before 
the Siouans, perhaps a race that 
vanished before they came. 


"Considering conditions known to 


have prevailed on other parts of the 
continent 1,500 to 2,000 years ago," 
says Mr. Bushnell, "it is within rea- 
son to believe that nomadic bands, 
even before that time, had penetrat- 
ed into the wilderness east of the 
mountains."

Mile From Mainland 


The island which Attorney Gen- 


eral Cummings hopes will provide a 
safe prison for the most dangerous 
federal prisoners is situated more 
than a mile from the mainland and 
contains about 12 acres. The mili- 
tary reservation and a lighthouse 
virtually cover it. Near the center 
is

Alcatraz and the French penal col- 
ony off the coast of French Guiana 
except that the American "Devil's 


i Island" will become a place of per- 
! manent exile. The penal code of 
the American mainland rather than 
one modeled after the French is

over her insistence upon drinking 
too much liquor. ,t 


Police quoted the statement as re- 


lating that McCann came to-his-(- as clockwork^in'a^ few "we'eks'Tirh'e*. 
home, where he also sold liquor, and 
found his wife drinking heavily. 
After the guests had gone and they 
retired upstairs, the statement said, 
the argument over drinking increas- 
ed and Mrs. McCann threw some 
liquor in his face.
